I  was  brushing  my 
teeth  on  the  morning  of 
August  2nd  when  I  heard 
a  knock  on  the  bathroom 
door.  Having  been 
working  with  six  year  olds 
at  a  summer  camp,  I  was 
unaccustomed  to  such 
formality.  Slightly 
amused  I  asked,  “Who  is 
it?”  “It’s  me,”  replied  the 
camp  director,  “I  think 
you  should  call  your 
parents,  your  country  has 
been  invaded.”  “Oh...”  I 
thought.  So  I  dutifully 
walked  to  the  phone  in  a 
semi-daze  and  called  my 
father,  who  told  me  not  to 
be  concerned  about  it, 
that  it  was  a  “routine” 
invasion.  At  first  I 
thought  that  both  he  and 
my  camp  director  were 
crazy,  but  then  I  really 
thought  about  what  was 
happening.  How  exactly 
does  one  break  the  news 
to  a  Kuwaiti  that  his 


country  has  been  invaded, 
and  how  exactly  does  a 
father  alleviate  his  son’s 
worries  about  his  parents’ 
safety? 

The  invasion  of  my 
homeland  lasted  for 
approximately  seven 
months.  In  those  months, 
the  Kuwaiti  students  on 
campus  mobilized  to  gain 
support  for  the  liberation 
of  Kuwait  from  Iraq.  Free 
t-shirts,  buttons,  pam¬ 
phlets,  and  movies  were 
distributed.  The  Kuwaiti 
students  debated  their 
views  from  the  pages  of 
The  Tufts  Daily  to  the 
floor  of  the  TCU  Senate. 
Then  came  the  war. 

The  “Allies”  bombed 
Iraq  on  January  16th, 
1991,  one  day  after  the 
deadline  for  the  war.  I 
remember  waking  up  my 
mother  and  congratulat¬ 
ing  her  on  the  bombing  of 
Baghdad,  but  she  told  me 


that  there  was  nothing  to 
be  joyous  about.  She  was 
appalled.  I  did  not  fully 
understand  her  reaction 
until  later. 

Kuwait  was  liberated 
on  February  27th,  1991, 
and  ever  since  then  there 
have  been  many  queries 
into  the  actual  nature  of 
the  invasion  and  the 
subsequent  war.  A  lot  of 
people  started  asking  alot 
of  questions  about  the 
convenience  of  the 
bombing  of  Iraq  after 
being  sent  mixed  messages 
about  the  status  of 
Kuwaiti-American 
relations  before  the 
invasion. 

Now,  three  years  later, 
we  all  remember  the  war 
as  a  marker  of  our  first 
year  at  Tuffs.  We  all 
remember  the  bombing  of 
the  Al-Rasheed  hotel.  We 
all  remember  Bernie 
Shaw,  John  Holliman, 


and  Peter  Arnett  from 
CNN.  We  all  remember 
the  smart  bombs  and  the 
patriot  missiles.  We  all 
remember  Bernie  Shaw’s 
now  famous  words  when 
Iraq  was  initially  bombed. 
“The  skies  over  Baghdad 
have  been  illuminated,”  he 
declared. 

What  we  never  realized 
was  that  Baghdad’s 
illumination  signified  an 
Allied  imposed  hell  for 
Iraqi  civilians.  We  should 
remember  the  horrible 
reality  of  the  war  that  was 
not  publicized.  We 
should  not  forget  the 
hundreds  of  thousands  of 
Iraqi  casualties  that  fell  to 
the  Allies’  bombs.  We 
should  not  forget  that,  yet 
again,  my  mother  was 
right. 

The  war  was  emotion¬ 
ally  straining  for  many 
students,  especially  for 
those  who  were  directly

Yeltsin :  A  Democratic  Crusader 


economic  reforms  led  to 
conditions  worse  than  those  of 
the  communist  regime,  while 
ethnic  conflicts  emerged  in  the 
Caucasus  republics.  Popular 
uprisings  dominated  Georgia 
and  other  republics  as  old 
communist  rulers  were  reluctant 
to  relinquish  their  posts.  While 
Yeltsin  advocated  a  strong- 
medicine  approach  to  economic 
reforms,  he  was  confronted 
every  step  of  the  way  by  a 
traditional  communist  Russian 
parliament.  Amidst  a  vote-of- 
confidence  referendum  and 
charges  of  flouting  the 
constitution,  the  tensions  came 
to  a  head  in  October  of  1993. 

The  anti-Yeltsin  parliament 
convened  with  the  intent  of 
stripping  the  Russian  president 
of  much  of  his  powers.  In 
response,  Yeltsin  dissolved  the 
Congress  and  called  for  early 
elections.  The  Russian  deputies 
barricaded  themselves  in  the 
White  House,  or  the  Russian 
Parliament  building,  and  elected 
a  new  acting  president. 
Undaunted,  Yeltsin  supporters 
and  Russian  troops  surrounded 
the  White  House  and  called  for 
the  Congress  to  surrender.  In 
the  ensuing  days  Moscow 
endured  the  most  bloodshed 
since  the  1917  revolution,  with 
Yeltsin  emerging  victorious. 

The  military  stood  by  the 
Russian  president,  as  the  outlaw 
deputies  were  apprehended 
when  the  White  House  was 
stormed  by  an  elite  military 
unit. 

With  the  malignant  tumor 
that  was  the  Russian  Congress 
out  of  power,  the  Russian 
republic  awaited  December 
elections  for  the  Russian 
parliament  and  local  govern¬ 
ments.

Despite  the 
mages  conjured  by  President 
Donald  Reagan’s  “evil  empire” 
n  the  Eighties,  it  was  clear  by 
1983  that  Soviet  Premiere 
vlikhail  Gorbachev  was  not 
:onducting  business  as  usual. 
The  Soviets  discovered  the 
'Taste  of  a  New  Generation,” 
md  then  flocked  to  the 
vlcDonald’s  in  Moscow’s  Red 
iquare,  the  biggest  one  ever 
milt.  “Perestroika”  and 
'Glasnost,”  even  if  we  didn’t 
enow  what  they  meant,  became 
ynonymous  with  Gorbachev 
md  the  thawing  of  East-West 
ensions. 

The  Berlin  Wall  fell  in  1989 
imidst  dramatic  television 
ootage,  uniting  one  people  and 
he  two  countries  that  most 
ymbolized  the  post-WWII  era. 
Jnrest  broke  out  in  three  Baltic 
epublics  -  Lithuania,  Latvia, 
ind  Estonia  -  when  they 
isserted  their  historical 
ndependence  from  the  Soviet 
Jnion  in  1990  and  1991. 
Vleanwhile  the  Warsaw  Pact, 
he  glue  that  held  the  East  Bloc 
ogether,  dissolved;  NATO  no 
onger  had  a  military  rival. 
\long  with  the  former  East 
Germany,  other  Eastern 
European  countries  began  to 
embrace  democracy  and 
:apitalism,  as  the  communist 
"egimes  of  Hungary,  Poland, 
Czechoslovakia,  and  Romania 
vere  routed.  The  scene  was  set

for  the  extraordinary  develop¬ 
ments  of  August  1991. 

On  the  night  the  Cold  War 
ended,  Soviet  Premiere  Mikhail 
Gorbachev  and  his  wife  Raisa 
were  whisked  out  of  Moscow  by 
Communist  hard-liners  who 
attempted  a  coup  d’etat.  As  the 
rest  of  the  world  strained  to 
learn  the  latest  developments, 
Russian  president  Boris  Yeltsin 
stood  atop  a  tank  in  front  of  the 
Kremlin  and  gathered  the 
support  of  his  fellow  Muscovites 
and  Russians.  Without  the 


army  on  their  side,  the  hard¬ 
liners  were  destined  to  fail; 
Gorbachev  was  soon  returned  to 
Moscow  and  promptly 
renounced  his  Communist  Party 
membership. 

The  Union  of  Soviet  Socialist 
Republics  officially  ceased  to 
exist  early  in  December  of  1991 
when  an  agreement  to  form  the 
Commonwealth  of  Independent 
States  was  signed  by  Russia  and 
other  republics.  Since  the  coup, 
Gorbachev  had  tried  to 
maintain  a  political  federation, 


but  these  aspirations  were 
underminded  when  the  Ukraine 
voted  overwhelmingly  to 
become  independent.  Yeltsin 
and  the  Soviet  premiere 
arranged  a  transfer  of  power 
later  in  the  month  and 
Gorbachev  formally  resigned  on 
Christmas  Day,  noting  that  the 
Cold  War  had  ended. 

With  a  less  centralized 
political  and  economic 
apparatus,  the  former  Soviet 
republics  faced  difficulties  at 
every  corner.  Aggressive 
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The  Reginald 
Denny  Case 


It  will  be  remembered  as  a 
touching  moment.  On  the 
1 8th  of  October,  America 
watched  as  Reginald  Denny 
embraced  the  mothers  of  his 
attackers.  For  some  people 
this  event  symbolized  the 
willingness  of  individuals  to 
forgive  and  move  on.  For 
others,  it  represented  very 


For  many  politically  and 
socially  conscious  Black 
people  the  issues  surround¬ 
ing  the  Denny  case  were 
disturbing  because  they  did 
not  address  the  real  concerns 
of  the  Black  community. 

The  media  helped  to  distort 
the  significance  of  the  case 
by  concentrating  on  Denny’s 


were  pushed  aside.  The 
police  departments  and 
judiciary  systems  managed 
to  escape  true  reform,  and 
were  in  essence  not  held 
accountable  for  the  failure  to 
righteously  serve  the  people. 

In  regards  to  the  specifics 
of  the  Denny  case,  it  is  not 
as  comparable  to  the  Rodney 
King  case  as  the  media  has 
made  the  public  believe. 

The  primary  difference  is 
that  there  was  no  doubt  that 
the  Black  men  tried  in  the 
Denny  beating  would  be 
convicted  of  some  crime, 
while  only  two  of  the  white 
officers  tried  in  the  King

little  in  regards  to  interracial 
progress.  While  the  later 
seems  obvious  to  some,  it  is 
unfortunate  that  this  point 
has  been  missed  by  the  vast 
majority  of  the  American 
public.  Simply  put,  hugs  are 
not,  and  will  never  be, 
remedies  to  racism  in  the 
United  States  or  anywhere 
else  in  the  world. 


ability  to  forgive.  This  left  a 
question  lingering  in  the 
minds  of  many  Black  people 
across  the  United  States: 
Why  should  we  focus  on  the 
compassion  of  one  white 
person  when  the  very 
institutions  of  this  society, 
which  are  controlled  by  the 
white  power  structure, 
practice  racism  on  a  daily 
basis? 

The  fact  of  the  matter  is 
that  by  giving  so  much  air 
time  to  the  personal  side  of 
the  trial,  the  real  problems 


beating  were  found  guilty  of 
any  offense,  and  this  only 
occurred  after  a  retrial  of  the 
officers  on  the  grounds  that 
they  had  violated  King’s  civil 
rights.  The  true  purpose  of 
the  Denny  trial  was  to 
determine  the  extent  to 
which  Damian  Williams  and 
Henry  Watson  were  guilty, 
while  the  function  of  the 
King  trial  was  to  find  a  way 
to  justify  freeing  the  white 
policeman. 

Even  though  Williams  and 
Watson  were  acquitted  of 


the  most  serious  charges  they 
faced,  they  were  nevertheless 
convicted  of  the  obvious 
crimes  they  had  committed 
against  Denny.  Williams 
was  found  guilty  of  mayhem 
and  assault  and  was  given  a 
sentence  of  up  to  eight  years 
in  a  prison,  while  Watson 
was  convicted  of  assault  and 
sentenced  to  a  year  in  jail. 
This  does  not  include  the 
year  and  a  half  they  both 
spent  in  jail  awaiting  a  trial. 

In  contrast,  the  white 
officers  in  the  King  case  were 
not  placed  in  custody  before 
their  trial.  It  also  took  two 
trials  to  find  any  of  them 
guilty.  Furthermore,  the 
two  policemen  that  were 
finally  punished  received  a 
combined  sentence  of  five 
years  maximum,  while 
Williams’  sentence  alone  was 
a  maximum  of  eight  years. 
Needless  to  say,  there  once 
again  seems  to  have  been  a 
grave  imbalance  in  the 
American  “justice”  system. 

Why  is  it  that  these  white 
authorities  were  given  a 
lesser  sentence  between  them 
than  one  Black  civilian  who 
broke  the  law  in  reaction  to 
the  injustices  he  saw  present 
in  the  King  case?  Surely 
those  individuals  whose  duty 
it  is  to  uphold  the  law 
should  not  be  treated  more 
leniently  when  they  commit 
as  severe  a  crime.  Surely  the 
racial  identification  of  the 
victims  involved  in  the 
respective  beatings  should 
not  be  determining  factors  in 
any  decision  reached  in  a 
courtroom. 

While  Denny’s  personal 
gesture  toward  the  families 
of  his  assailants  was  humane 
and  admirable,  we  should 
not  allow  it  to  cloud  our 
perception  in  terms  of 
eliminating  serious  societal 
problems.  Racism  still  exists 
in  the  United  States; 
festering  in  the  foundations 
of  this  country’s  history  and 
in  its  power  structure.  It 
exists  in  the  judicial, 
economic,  political,  and 
social  systems,  and  therefore 
must  be  addressed  on  a 
much  larger  scale  than  a  hug.

|  Ethnic  Cleansing  in  Bosnia 


The  largely  unforeseen 
result  of  the  end  of  the  Cold 
War  and  the  beginning  of 
the  New  World  Order  was 
the  rise  in  frequency  of 
ethnic  conflicts.  While  East 
Block  authoritarian  regimes 
may  have  been  unsuccessful 
politically  and  economically, 
they  did  manage  to  suppress 
cultural  conflicts.  As  the 
Soviet  Union  s  geo-political 
influence  waned  in  the  late 
Eighties,  ethnic  and  regional 
conflicts  sprouted,  and 
nowhere  more  violently  than 
the  former  Yugoslavia. 

Composed  of  six 
republics,  the  Yugoslav 
federation  was  governed  by  a 
rotating  presidency  from 
each  of  the  republics.  When 
the  Croatian  republic  was 
denied  its  rightful  turn  at  the 
presidency  in  May  of  1991, 
the  Croats  responded  by 
voting  for  independence  in  a 
republic-wide  referendum. 
The  Croatian  parliament 
declared  itself  independent 
the  following  month,  and 
Serb-led  Yugoslav  federal 
troops  were  deployed  in  the 


secessionist  republic  under 
the  auspice  of  protecting 
Serbian  residents  of  Croatia. 

After  bloodshed,  televised 
images  of  tanks  on  highways, 
and  fourteen  broken  cease¬ 
fire  agreements,  the  United 
Nations  intervened  and 
ordered  14,000  peacekeep¬ 
ing  troops  to  Croatia.  With 
the  dual  mission  of  protect¬ 
ing  Serbian  enclaves  in 
Croatia  and  keeping  the 
Yugoslav  army  in  check,  the 
UN  mission  managed  to  end 
most  outward  signs  of 
conflict.  Recognized  as 
independent  states  by  the 
European  Community  and 
the  United  States  in  April 
1992,  the  former  republics 
of  Croatia  and  Slovenia  were 
soon  recognized  by  the 
United  Nations.  Soon 
afterward,  another  Yugoslav 
republic,  Bosnia- 
Herzegovina,  declared  its 
independence,  paving  the 
way  for  the  greatest  blood¬ 
shed  and  destruction  in  the 
break-up  of  Yugoslavia. 

Determined  not  to  let 
Bosnia-Herzegovina  go  the 


way  of  Croatia  and  Slovenia, 
Serbian  forces  began 
attacking  the  republic’s 
capital  and  the  home  of  the 
1984  Winter  Olympics, 
Sarajevo,  in  May  of  1992. 
The  ensuing  violence,  as  well 
as  the  campaign  of  “ethnic 
cleansing,”  horrified  the  rest 
of  the  world  and  highlighted 
the  European  Community’s 
inability  to  take  foreign 
policy  into  its  own  hands. 
For  the  next  year  and  a  half, 
Sarajevo  was  turned  into  a 
battleground  with  horrifying 
images  and  stories  emerging 
regularly,  but  with  little 
response  from  the  rest  of  the 
world. 

The  United  States  severed 
diplomatic  ties  with  Serbia, 
and  the  United  Nations 
admitted  Bosnia- 
Herzegovina.  The  European 
Community  and  the  UN 
both  applied  economic 
sanctions  to  the  region,  yet 
the  violence  continued. 

The  world  began  to 
compare  Serbia,  led  by 
Slobodan  Milosevic,  to 
Hitler’s  Nazi  regime. 


Central  to  Milosevic’s  vision 
was  an  attempt  to  create  a 
greater  Serbia,  ethnically 
pure,  without  the  Muslims 
that  made  up  the  majority  of 
Bosnia-Herzegovina’s 
population.  Contributing  to 
the  Nazi  Germany  compari¬ 
son  were  the  pictures  of 
starving  Bosnians  impris¬ 
oned  in  concentration-like 
camps,  as  well  as  the 
systematic  expulsion  and 
murder  of  seemingly 
innocent  civilians.  Adding  a 
new  dimension  to  the 
Balkan  horror  were  allega¬ 
tions  that  part  of  the  Serbs’ 
terror  campaign  was  the  rape 
and  sexual  mutilation  of 
hundreds  of  Muslim 
women. 

Trying  to  take  some  kind 
of  action  in  the  face  of 
ineffective  economic 
sanctions,  the  United 
Nations  began  a  United 


Soldiers  and  civilians 

carry  supplies  through  a 
destroyed  suburb  of  Sarajevo 
formerly  occupied  by  Serb 
forces. 


States-led  humanitarian 
relief  operation  by  flying 
food  and  medicine  into 
Sarajevo.  United  Nations 
peacekeepers  stationed  in 
Sarajevo  proved  to  be  wholly 
ineffective  in  preventing 
Serb  aggression,  and  and  so 
served  to  provide  only  slight 
protection  to  relief  supplies, 
while  the  Serbian  army 
continued  to  destroy 
Sarajevo  with  constant 
shelling. 

As  1993  came  to  a  close, 
the  fate  of  Bosnia- 
Herzegovina  and  Serbia 
remained  clouded  in 
uncertainty.  By  November 
1993  it  was  reported  that 
over  200,000  Muslims  had 
been  killed,  while  well  over 
one  million  had  been 
displaced  from  their  homes. 
While  the  attainment  of  a 
“Greater  Serbia”  was  still  far 
from  being  realized,  it  was 
clear  that  without  outside 
intervention,  the  Balkan 
conflict  was  far  from 
resolved.

recently,  these  two  corner¬ 
stones  of  history  had  only 
been  known  for  their  lack  of 
peaceful  ambitions.  For 
thirty  years  Arafat’s  sole 
intention  was  to  destroy 
Israel,  whereas  Rabin  was  the 
general  that  annexed  the 
Gaza  Strip  and  Jericho  in  the 
1967  war.  Despite  all  this,  it 
appears  that  these  two  men 
have  put  aside  their  personal 
objectives  and  their  nations’ 
histories  in  the  name  of 
peace.

The  Arab  perspective  is  one 
that  is  really  quite  simple.  It 
was  the  Arab  that  lived  on  the 
land  before  it  was  taken  over 
by  the  Jews.  From  the  Arab 
perspective,  one  needs  not  an 
intellectual  argument  to 
support  the  cause,  one  must 
simply  examine  nature.

destroyed,  and  Zionists 
mobilized  under  an  ideology 
that  was  contingent  on 
independence  from  a  non- 
Zionist  entity.  The  Zionist 
leaders  promised  that  never 
again  would  Jews  be  subjected 
to  the  horror  and  helplessness 
of  the  Holocaust.  They 
promised  the  promised  land. 
Thus,  mass  immigration  to 
Palestine  led  to  heightened 
between  the  Arab  and  the 
Jew. 

The  United  Nations 
partition  plan  divided  the 
land  between  the  two  groups 
that  made  claim  to  the  land. 
The  Palestinians  rejected  this 
idea,  as  they  were  asked  to 
relinquish  a  part  of  their  land 


to  European  Jews  whose 
misery  they  were  in  no  way 
responsible  for.  The  Jews 
accepted  the  plan,  however, 
because  half  a  piece  of  land 
is  much  better  than  no  land 
at  all,  considering  the 
realistic  options  they  had. 

Thus,  these  two  halves  of 
the  whole  have  been  at  war 
since  1948.  Now,  they  say 
there  is  peace.  It  is  here  that 
one  must  become  ac¬ 
quainted  with  a  third 
political  reality,  that  of 
political  correctness.  The 
Arab-Israeli  war  was 
becoming  uncontrollable  on 
both  sides.  It  was  abetted  by 
the  Cold  War  between 
Russia  and  the  United 
States.  However,  with  the 
cessation  of  the  Cold  War 
and  the  U.S.  military  bases 
present  in  the  Gulf  due  to 
the  outcome  of  the  Persian 
Gulf  War,  both  Israel  and 
the  PLO  needed  desperately 
to  find  peaceful  ground. 
Israel  could  no  longer  afford 
its  aggressions  toward  the 
Palestinians,  as  the  U.S.  had 
new  allies  in  the  region  that 
served  to  diminish  the 
importance  of  Israel.  The 
PLO  lost  its  funding  from 
the  Gulf  Arab  states  due  to  a 
tactical  error  during  the  Gulf 
War,  and  thus  they  were  also 
being  forced  to  arrest  their 
efforts  at  fighting  Israel.

It  was 
time  to  turn  inward, 
America  said,  time  to 
reduce  overseas  commit¬ 
ments  and  to  focus  on

met  with  a  vehement  counteroffen¬ 
sive  from  the  military  establishment 
and  gained  a  substantial  media 
coverage  that  detracted  from  the  core 
of  his  platform.  It  appeared  that  he 
had  perhaps  made  too  many  prom¬ 
ises.  The  coalition  weakened  and 
Clinton  had  backed  the  mighty 
Pentagon  into  a  corner. 

The  President  has  further  been 
threatened  by  a  continual  series  of 
scandals  and  embarrassment:  the 
infamous  haircut  That  held  up  traffic 
at  Los  Angeles’  international  airport, 
accusations  of  infidelity  and  unethical 
savings  and  loan  dealings,  and 
Congressional  opposition  to  various 
nominees,  to  name  a  few.  It  seems 
that  political  commentators  of  all 
persuasions  are  criticizing  the  appar¬ 
ent  lack  of  professionalism  and 
political  acumen. 

Clinton,  however,  has  triumphed 
in  several  areas.  His  budget  passed  the 
Congress,  GATT  talks  have  been 
successful,  NAFTA  was  ratified  by 
Congress,  and  his  recent  talk  to 
NATO  leaders  in  Brussels  regarding 
limited  partnership  with  Eastern 
Europe  succeeded  in  boosting  the 
allies’  confidence  in  his  foreign  policy 
commitments.  Yet,  Somalia  contin¬ 
ues  to  test  American  resolve,  a 


confrontation  with  North  Korea  over  nuclear 
weapons  proliferation  looms  on  the  horizon,  and 
there  has  been  no  firm  assertion  of  involvement  in 
Bosnia.  Though  the  European  allies  are  equally  at 
fault  over  this  latter  issue,  Clinton  has  shown 
limited  expertise  in  international  relations. 

Many  believe  that  the  recession  was  over  before 
Clinton  came  to  office  and  it  is  likely  that  the 
economy  will  continue  to  improve  over  the  next 
few  years.  No  doubt,  Clinton  will  claim  this 
improvement  for  himself,  and  Republican  challeng¬ 
ers  in  ‘96  will  be  forced  to  contend  with  more 
financially  confident  voters.  The  President,  how¬ 
ever,  still  faces  immense  tasks:  health  care  reform, 
environmental  concerns,  rising  crime  and  inner-city 
tension,  the  persistent  budget  deficit,  and  so  forth. 
Abroad,  Bosnia  offers  no  solution,  Russian  politics 
remain  unpredictable  and  tense,  and  a  return  to 
irreconcilable  conflict  and  broken  promises  threat¬ 
ens  to  undermine  the  peace  process  in  the  Middle 
East. 

At  this  juncture,  ‘96  is  too  far  off  for  predictions. 
However,  the  Republicans  have  shown  signs  of 
regrouping  behind  Jack  Kemp,  Bob  Dole,  or 
perhaps  even  Colin  Powell.  Faced  with  volatile 
public  opinion  and  the  determination  of  pundits, 
Clinton’s  success  will  ultimately  be  decided  by  his 
own  steadfastness  and  an  ability  to  moderate 
America’s  seemingly  endless  barrage  of  crises,  as  it  is 
often  been  said  that  crisis  management  is  the  job’s 
real  concern.  First,  however,  he  must  define  his  own 
image  as  statesman,  Commander-in-Chief,  and 
leader  of  the  American  people.

The  Leonard  Carmichael  Society  is  a 
non-partisan  campus  group  dedicated  to  en¬ 
couraging  voluntary  action  and  providing 
service  opportunities  to  members  of  the 
Tufts  community  and  our  community  at 
large.

With  one  of  the  most 
competitive  schedules  among  New  England  teams, 
the  Jumbos  held  their  own  against  several  strong  op¬ 
ponents.  The  beginning  of  the  season  featured  an  im¬ 
pressive  3-1  victory  over  nationally-ranked  Western 
Connecticut  and  a  2-0  win  at  Bates. 

However,  as  the  season  wore  on,  the  team  was 
plagued  by  injuries  to  key  members  and  lost  several 
heartbreaking  games  by  one  goal.  Two  last  minute 
2-1  overtime  losses  to  Amherst  and  Williams,  ranked 
second  in  the  country  and  an  eventual  finalist  in  the 
NCAA  tournament,  squashed  all  hopes  for  a  playoff 
berth. 

Despite  having  a  very  young  team,  the  Jumbos  had 
high  expectations  entering  the  season.  Led  by  team 
captain  Neil  Stormer  on  defense,  assistant  captains 
Jonathan  Bank  and  Brandon  Sullivan  in  the  midfield, 
and  assistant  captain  Erik  Anderson  at  forward,  the 
Jumbos  displayed  leadership  and  experience  at  every 
position.  This  leadership  was  reflected  by  the  fact 
that  the  team  remained  competitive  in  every  game. 
Six  of  its  eight  losses  were  by  one  goal  and  three  of 
these  defeats  were  in  overtime. 

Graduating  only  two  seniors,  Stormer  and  Sullivan, 
and  boasting  a  strong  corps  of  underclassmen,  the 
team  looks  promising  for  the  1994  season.  The  top 
scorers  for  the  1993  Jumbos  were  junior  Anderson 
(7-4=18),  sophomore  Peter  Maglicic  (3-4=10),  ju¬ 
nior  Bank  (1-4  =  6),  and  Sullivan  (3-0  =  3).

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Women’s  Soccer 


For  the  fifth  time  in  the  last  seven  seasons  the  Tufts  University 
women’s  soccer  team  earned  a  berth  in  the  ECAC  New  England 
Division  III  Tournament. 

Seeded  seventh,  the  Jumbos  lost  at  second  seed  Babson  2-0  in 
the  quarterfinals.  Nevertheless,  head  coach  Bill  Gehling’s  team 
finished  the  year  with  a  6-4-5  record,  the  14th  winning  season  in 
the  team’s  1 5-year  history. 

A  3-0-2  start  by  the  1993  team  was  the  program’s  best  since  the 
1985  team  opened  with  a  4-0-1  record.  Ten  games  into  the  season 
the  Jumbos  had  lost  only  once,  but  it  was  the  tail  end  of  their  4-1-5 
record  that  was  drawing  attention.  The  five  ties  were  already  the 
most  in  the  team’s  history,  surpassing  1 987’s  9-3-4  record  and 
1 989’s  7-4-4  record.  The  Jumbos  lost  two  of  their  last  four  regular 
season  games. 

“We’re  a  young  team  that  developed  during  the  course  of  the 
season,”  said  Gehling,  who  improved  his  record  to  128-64-28. 
“With  our  victories  and  all  of  our  ties,  we  proved  to  be  a  pretty 
tough  team  to  beat.” 

The  ’93  Jumbos  were  led  by  a  balanced  scoring  attack.  Sopho¬ 
more  Molly  Herlihy  and  freshmen  Kara  Murphy  and  Kim  Rakow 
tied  for  the  team  scoring  lead  with  ten  points  while  three  other 
players  finished  the  seven  or  more  points. 

Herlihy,  who  led  the  team  with  five  goals  and  12  points  last  year, 
was  named  to  the  NSCAA/UMBRO  All-New  England  Division 
III  third  team  after  scoring  four  goals  and  two  assists  in  ’93.  Mur¬ 
phy  and  Rakow  each  tallied  three  goals  and  four  assists.  Junior 
Miriam  Ibson  and  freshman  Phoebe  Hazard  each  had  three  goals 
and  two  assists. 

Tufts’  22  goals  were  the  most  by  the  team  since  1990.  Sopho¬ 
more  Kate  Beary  added  two  goals,  sophomores  Amber  Burns  and 
Whitney  Pressler  contributed  two  assists  and  sophomore  Stacey 
Leeds  scored  one  goal. 

While  Tufts  received  the  excellent  defensive  performances  it  ex¬ 
pected  out  of  senior  co-captain  Meaghan  O’Donnell  and  senior  St- 
aci  Kerachsky,  the  pleasant  surprise  of  the  year  came  from  junior 
goalkeeper  Dana  Wyner.  Asked  to  replace  three-time  team  MVP 
Martha  Whiting,  Wyner  played  every  minute  in  net  and  recorded 
five  shutouts  and  a  1.06  goals  against  average. 

The  defensive  corp  will  be  hit  hardest  by  graduation.  Starters 
O’Donnell,  Kerachsky,  and  Mary  Kate  Colbert  must  be  replaced. 
Co-captain  Leigh  Kennedy  was  also  a  four-year  letterwinner. 

The  Jumbos  should  continue  to  grow  next  year  and  beyond.  Six¬ 
teen  players  on  the  ’93  roster,  including  the  top  four  scorers,  were 
freshmen  and  sophomores.

Unfortunately,  the  Jumbos  had  to  face 
Bates  again  in  the  finals  and  this  time  they  were  not 
able  to  get  the  win.  This  near  perfect  NESCAC 
showing  may  have  ended  with  a  second  place  finish, 
but  it  did  secure  a  spot  for  the  team  in  the  ECAC’s. 
The  Jumbos  entered  this  tournament  with  high  hopes 
and  played  extremely  well,  losing  only  in  the  semi-fi¬ 
nals  to  MIT.  The  jumbos  ended  the  season  with  and 
impressive  record  of  25  wins  and  12  losses.
